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FOREWORD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsihility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.    The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  irorking  in  cooperation  lyith  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultiir- 
al  organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  co\inties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  he^ve  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Tfork  Projects  Adjnini  strati  on  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  t'^Q  Work  Projects  Administration,  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  f^arnished  the  material  for  Tables  26  and  28, 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  lavrs. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agriculture^l  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  conTplete.

IOWA  AGRICULTUIeAL  STATISTICS  -  KEOKUI  COUNTY 

Keobak  County,  as  first  established  in  December,  1S37.  comprised  all 
of  townships  seventy- seven  to  eighty-one  from  the  west  line  of  Johnson 
County  to  the  Missouri  River.     This  imr,iense  county  was  subsequently  divid- 
ed into  a  number  of  smaller  ones  and  on  the  IJth  of  February,  lg'-l-3,  the 
present  coionty  of  Keokiik  was  established  and  named  for  the  Sac  chief  ICoo^Auk 
—  the  name  meaning  ""'/a.tchful  Fox."    The  northern  tier  of  toYmships  of  the 
county  was  once  contained  in  the  old  county  of  the  same  name,  and  its  en- 
tire territory  was  once  embraced  in  the  original  county  of  Des  J.foiner;. 

The  first  white  settlers  csjae  before  the  Indian  title  had  been  extin- 
guished but  no  record  of  their  naiaes  has  been  preserved.     The  earliest 
settlers  of  record  seem  to  have  been  a  V.r .  Griffith  who  took  a  claim  on 
•Clear  Creek  in  IS37  and  Aaron  Miller  and  famly  who  settled  in  Richl^md 
Township  in  lS3g. 

The  county  ^ms  fornially  organized  in  ISUH-  by  the  election  of  its  of- 
ficers and  the  county- seat  was  located  at  Sigourney,  named  for  a  vfell  known 
author,  Lydia  H.  Sigourney.  Jj     This  lady  presented  the  town  librar].'-  with 
fifty  vol\imes  and  directed  a  rovr  of  trees  to  be  planted  around  the  court 
house  squa.re. 

^^hat  Cheer,  known  as  the  "Coal  City  of  Iowa"  was  founded  after  coal 
had  been  discovered  in  the  western  part  of  the  coujaty  in  1865«     i'lany  of 
the  mines  closed  about  I89O  but  about  the  same  time  large  deposits  of 
Kaolin  were  found  in  the  county  and  a  large  market  is  supplied  with  the 
products  made  from  this  clay. 

Flint  glass  was  made  at  one  time  at  Keota  and  the  "Talley  Wa^r"  or 
"Skunk  River  War"  was  an  historical  event  of  importance  in  the  State  in 
1863.     It  required    the  intervention  of  Governor  Kirk^TOod  and  the  State 
militia  to  quell  the  disturbance.  2/ 

The  first  railroad  to  enter  the  county,  a  branch  of  the  Rock  Island, 
came  from  Washington  on  the  east  and  extended  to  Sigourney  in  1872.  ^ 

Area 

Keokuk  County  is  approximately  2k  miles  each  way  embracing  57^  square 
miles,  U/  or  369»920  acres  of  which  35^^)590  ^  acres  are  listed  as  farm 
land.     There  are  16  townships  coinciding  with  the  Congressional  to^mships 
in  area.     It  ranks  25  in  point  of  size  in  the  State.

Population 

The  State  Census  of  12^7  gave  this  count:;-  a  population  of  2,91o  and 
the  inhabitants  increased  rapidly  until  the  peak  year  of  19OO  vhan  there 
were  2^,978  people  in  the  county.     Since  then  there  has  "been  a  stead;/  de- 
cline until  in  I93O  there  vrere  hut  19,1-1-8  residents.     The  density  per 
sq^uare  mile  is  33     3  compa.red  vath  the  State  density  of  UH.     The  follovdng 
tahle  gives  the  comparative  numher  of  inhabitants  at  ten  year  intervals:

The  foreign  born  and  native  white  of  foreign  born  or  mixed  parent- 
age content  of  the  county  is  3)118  or  lb. 2  per  cent  of  the  total  popula- 
tion.    Those  of  German  descent  lead  vdth  1,757,   the  English  have  3^6  and 
the  Irish  376.     Other  nationalities  have  but  very  small  representation.  12/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  six  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — three  elevators,  one  petroleum  plant,  one  produce  company  and  one 
merchandise  establishment. 

As  a  whole  they  had  3^8  members  of  which  195  were  active,  and  1,310 
persons  did  business  with  the  six  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had 
a  business  volume  of  $15,373         "^^-^  purchasing  cooperatives  did  $U7,l6l 
worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the 
other  fimction  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodi- 
ties for  distribution  to  their  rnembers  and  patrons,  and  selling  coopera-

In  the  year  I909  the  county  had  its  peak  number  of  apple  trees — 90»532. 
and  the  largest  yield — 755  739  bushels.    By  193^  ^'^^  niimber  of  trees  had 
dropped  to  20,668  and  the  production  to  7.07^  bushels.     In  1909  the  co-onty 
had  27,828  peach  trees,  18,133  cherry  trees  and  19,173  plu^^i  trees.  This 
was  the  year  of  grea.test  fruit  tree  numbers.    Nine  thousand  three  hundred 
thirty- three  bushels  of  cherries  vfere  produced  the  same  year.     The  yield  of 
plujns  wa.s  largest  in  190^-J — 3s bushels  and  the  production  of  peaches  v/as 
largest  in  193^  when  1,93^  bushels  were  reported.     The  largest  year  for 
grapes  was  189^  when  there  were  U2,72d  vines  and  296,509  pounds  of  grapes 
listed.  lU/

ITote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn. 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  fol- 
lows:    (1)  all  corn, (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage, 
(U)  corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is 
given  for  each  farm  which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting 
county  totals  of  production  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multi- 
plied by  the  yield  (derived  by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total 
acres  husked)  and  added  to  summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shovm 
as  husked.    This  assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the 
same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  193^  and  193^,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  i^de  by  the  state  assessors'  office  be- 
cause it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best 
acreages  for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  differ- 
ent and  lower  yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied 
by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  tO'Tnship 
yields  for  these  two  yea.rs  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked,  only.     The  total  corn  acre- 
age is  shown  by  township  with  thir-5  yield  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by 
the  acreage  shown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure. 
The  county  summary  ta.ble  figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^  and  193^  have  been 
adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  tha.t  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may 
legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  a.t  total 
productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has 
been  assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  torn- 
ship  yields  are  therefore  consistent  in  all  years  except  193^+  and  1936*
